He served in the legislature for eight years and was a consulting engineer 
for the state and for Portland Gas and Michigan Gas for approximately twenty 
years. He has served the Town of Dorset as a Lister from 1960 to the present 
and also as Zoning Administrator for several years.

We have also reviewed the financial reports of the Dorset 
School District, prepared by Richard J. Engel, P.C., Certified Public Account- 
ant, who was engaged by the School Board. In our opinion, and to the best of 
our knowledge, these reports fairly present the financial conditions of both 
the Town and the School District, as of December 31, 1985 and June 30, 1985, 
respectively. 


The Town has no outstanding debt. The School District has a Tax Anticipa- 
tion Loan which is described in Item 5 of the Accountant's notes. 


We urge the School Board to give serious attention to the elimination of 
the recurring deficits in the School District's financial operations.

The Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager have completed 
another full and significant year of accomplishment for the Town 
of Dorset. We are pleased to advise the public that all financial 
statements and Town records have been audited by the firm KMG Main 
Hurdman, and the fund balance as of December a1 1965 15 $32, 342.00. 
This obviously reflects efficient Town Government thru the efforts 
of the Town of Dorset as a whole. 

Budgetary increases have been approved to satisfy the projected 
expenses for the fiscal year and we are pleased to advise the voters 
that with the 1985 surplus of $32,342 the projected tax rate for 
1986 is .18¢ per $100. of evaluation, the same as last year. This 
was accomplished by the efforts of many dedicated elected Town 
Officers, Appointed Officials, and all employees of the Town of Dorset. 

The following accomplishments are hereby submitted: 

The Selectmen attended some 55 meetings during 1985, 
totaling in excess of 80 hours, in order to run Town 
Government. 

2. The final touches to the Town Office were accomplished, 
giving the Town of Dorset a building that is efficient 
to carry on Town business. 

3. Bridge #23 in Dorset Hollow was completed. 

4. The Town purchased two new trucks and a new grader in 
1985.

5. The Tax Mapping project was started in 1985 with 
completion to be expected in April, 1986.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1 - Summary of Significant 
Accounting Policies 


Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues are recognized in the accounts 
and reported in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates to the 
timing of the measurements made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 


All goverrmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they became measurable amd available as net current assets. Taxpayer-assessed 
income is considered "measurable" when levied and is recognized as revenue at 
that time. Gross receipts amd other income are considered "measurable" when 
received amd are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. 


All nonexpendable trust funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of 
accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they are earned, amd their 
expenses are recognized when they are incurred. 


Gereral Fixed Assets 


The basis of the various items comprising property amd equipment is 
recorded at original cost where available, or at estimated cost, replace— 
ment value or market value as most readily determinable. Property and 
equipment additions are recorded as expenditures in the goverrmental funds 
in the year of acquisition. Depreciation on general fixed assets is not 
recorded in the goverrmental fund accounts. The Town has elected not to 
include infrastructure assets in the General Fixed Asset Account Group. 


Retirement Plan 


The Town of Dorset funds accrued pension cost of its contributory 
retirement plan covering all full-time employees. Such Town employees 
are members of the state administered Vermont Employees' Retirement 
Fund. Prior service cost under the plan is being amortized over 
30 years. 


Encumbrance Accounting 


Encumbrances outstanding at year end are recorded as a reservation of 
fund balance in the Town's goverrmental funds, since they do not constitute 
expenditures or liabilities.

Total Columns on Cambined Statements 


Total columns on the Cambined Statements are captioned Memorandum Only 
to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. 
Data in these columns do mot present financial position, results of 
operations, or changes in fund balances in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data comparable to a 
consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been made in the 
aggregation of this data. 


2- Property Taxes 


Property taxes attach as an enforceable lien on property as of 
January lst. General fund taxes are levied in the middle of August amd are 
payable the beginning of October. School District taxes are levied in the 
middle of August and are payable one-half the beginning of October amd one-half 
in the middle of March.

5 - Camitments 


During 1984 the Town entered into a thirty year contract for solid 
waste disposal for the Town's residents, property owners amd businesses 
effective January 1, 1985. The annual charge for disposal is based on the 
population of the Town multiplied by base rates, which are adjusted annually 
for inflation.

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Dorset Planning Commission 
Annual Report - 1985 


The Planning Commission, appointed by the Board of Selectmen, is responsible 
for preparing and proposing amendments to the Town Plan and the Zoning By-Laws. 
The Town Plan, initially adopted in 1970, is the fundamental document setting 
forth the objectives for guiding the future development of the Town and is the 
basis for the Zoning By-Laws, which are adopted and amended by vote of the legal 
residents. 


The Planning Commission's challenge is to anticipate what could or might hap- 
pen in the development of the Town and to provide a means for controlling its 
growth, through the By-Laws, for the optimal benefit of all of its residents, at 
the same time ensuring the protection and preservation of its many natural assets. 
To this end, the members of the Planning Commission devoted many hours during 
1985 to the preparation of the By-Law amendments, which will be voted upon in 
March 1986. These include proposals for establishing a Design Control District 
for the Dorset Village Historic District (a national landmark of distinction) so 
that this irreplaceable feature of Dorset will not be marred by inappropriate de- 
viations from its present charm and appeal. Other proposals include more specific 
controls on the burgeoning Bed and Breakfast type of business, more specific con- 
trols on the development of home sites on lands at elevations between 1600 and 
2000 feet (where suitability of soil and terrain are more likely to be marginal), 
and permit requirements for the partitioning of land for housing development where 
there are presently no clearly stated requirements. 


Amendments to the Town Plan received less attention in 1985 because of what 
were considered to be more urgent demands for By-Law amendments. Some few changes 
were, however, proposed and are due to be reviewed by the Board of Selectmen. 


One accomplishment of the Planning Commission has been to establish a Land 
Evaluation and Site Assessment (LESA) Committee, whose work has been based on 
guidelines developed by the Soil Conservation Service. The Committee will assign 
numerical ratings to the best farmland and open space in the Town of Dorset and 
map the most productive soils. 


LESA has two components: (1) the quality of the soil for agriculture; and 
(2) the location of the site and its suitability for farming. 


Recommendations from the LESA Committee will be incorporated in the Town 
Plan. To landowners who contemplate selling their property, the Committee will 
offer assistance or will suggest various means (such as private land trusts) 
through which land can be sold at the same time farmland or open space is pro- 
tected. 


In carrying out its responsibilities, the Planning Commission conducted the 
following meetings during the year: 12 Regular Meetings; 10 Special Meetings (to 
discuss critical topics at length and to prepare required statements and reports); 
5 Public Hearings (on Site Development Plans and Changes in Use); and 11 Site 
Plan-reviews (for proposed Conditional Uses). The Commission also participated in 
6 Environmental Commission Hearings under Act 250, as a Statutory Party. 


All Planning Commission meetings are warned and open to the public, except 
when in executive session. Minutes of all public meetings are, by statute, avail- 
able to the public at the Town Office not later than five days after each meeting. 


Administration of Zoning By-Laws - The Zoning Administrator, who administers 
the By-Laws literally is appointed by the Planning Commission with the approval 
of the Board of Selectmen. Dr. Arthur Sgalia assumed these responsibilities in 
early 1985, succeeding William T. Burns, Sr., who occupied this position for the 
previous nine years. The Town is most grateful to him for his long and faithful 
service. 
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In 1985, the Zoning Administrator processed a total of 127 permit applica- 
tions. Of these, 88 permits were issued; 43 Dwellings; 11 Accessory Buildings; 
19 Additions; 2 Mobile Homes; 10 Renovations; and 3 Satellite Dishes. The bal- 
ance of the applications were either referred to the Zoning Board of Adjustment, 
were abandoned by the applicants, or, in a few cases, were denied by the Adminis- 
trator. 


Assistance from Bennington County Regional Commission - We continue to be 
grateful for the competent advice and professional services furnished by the Ben- 
nington County Regional Commission under the able leadership of Gregory Burke, 
its Executive Director.

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Zoning Board of Adjustments 
Annual Report 


During 1985 21 appeals were filed with the Zoning Board of Adjustments, an 
increase of 200% over the previous year. These appeals involved Conditional Uses, 
es provided for in Dorset's Zoning Bylaws, sought relief in the form of a Vari- 
ance and/or sought to overturn decisions of the Zoning Administrator. 


The ZBA conducted Public Hearings on 15 separate occasions to consider the 
above. In 16 cases, the relief sought was granted, in one case it was denied and 
four cases were subsequently withdrawn. 


Both because of the increased work load and in the interest of greater ac- 
curacy in the recording of minutes, the Selectmen authorized, in mid-year, the 
employment of a Recording Secretary. Because of this, expenses are now only in 
part covered by the filing fee. However, we believe the added costs are essential 
to the proper functioning of the ZBA.

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School Director's Report 


The Board is pleased to report that academically, Dorset's pupils have con- 
tinued to show improvement in the National 1.0.W.A. Tests. Last year we were 
warned that a plateau had likely been reached and that we should not expect a 
higher percentile average in the future. However, there was a significant rise 
in the average which we feel is due to an excellent staff, administration, and 
program. 


Vast improvement in Special Education is now available to Dorset children. 
A Special Education teacher is now available four days a week instead of only one 
day at Dorset. A fledgling gifted and talented program is in the process of being 
implemented to address the normally overlooked upper end of the learning spectrum. 


The annual Board nemesis of contract negotiations terminated with the signing 
of a three year contract with our teachers. This contract is the first in Vermont: 
to employ an incentive raise clause. We believe the staff is as optimistic as we 
are for the future of this procedure. 


Due to an alarming increased enrollment in the lower grades, the building 
committee has been studying an addition to the building. The State Education De- 
partment is aiding in this study as they have received complaints from Dorset 
residents of severe overcrowding in the school. The Planning Commission reported 
24 new single family home permits were issued in 1984. This number doubled in 
1985. A growth of this dimension certainly requires immediate long-range planning 
for expansion. Growth in the entire region may very well require regional study 
of the problem at junior and senior high level. 


Improvements in the building have been accomplished to partially alleviate 
crowding. The kitchen and balcony were converted to increase instructional space. 
In tune with this was the generous donation of time and materials to build a 
book shelf divider in the first and second grade room by some of the parents.

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Report from the Superintendent of Schools 
to the Dorset School District 
1985-86 


Since the last annual Dorset School District meeting, there have been several 
changes in staff at the Dorset Elementary School. Jeanne Scott Foltan has joined 
the staff as the grades 6, 7, and 8 Language Arts teacher. Victoria Morin has be- 
come the school's Learning Specialist. Deborah DeFeo is the kindergarten aide in 
the morning, and assists as office clerk in the afternoon. Finally, Bonnie Kilburn 
serves this year as Reading Program aide and Lorraine F. Wilkins as the aide in 
first and second grades. 


I am pleased to report that the school has developed and progressed in many 
important areas during the past year. Principal Meagher has provided excellent 
leadership and supervision in promoting extensive faculty, parent, and community 
involvement in work to expand the school's curricula, foster effective instruction, 
and plan for the overall future of the school. Noteworthy here has been the formu- 
lation of an overall statement of the school's mission and the establishment of 
committees representing all elements of the school and community to regularly 
meet and address areas of school operation. Curriculum revisions, improvements in 
learning facilities, and an initiative to offer challenge and enrichment opportu- 
nities for unusually able students are among the fine results of these activities. 


This year the school faculty have completed the final portion of a two year 
staff development program in drug/alcohol abuse education. The faculty and staff 
have continued to advance their computer education skills this year through a 
multifaceted program of classroom use and workshops available from Champlain 
College of Burlington under a $5,500 grant. Formal work has also been undertaken 
to review the school's reading curriculum in grades kindergarten through three 
and six through eight. 


On another front, the faculty and school directors of the Dorset School Dis- 
trict have worked cooperatively this past year to secure a grant enabling the de- 
velopment of an incentive pay plan for teachers. At present a task group is meet- 
ing regularly to discuss concepts and approaches in this direction, which will 
eventually lead to the inception of formal incentive pay program. 


I am very pleased to observe the continued and growing involvement of vol- 
unteers with helping the school. In particular, the ELF program continues to suc- 
ceed in bringing students and adults together for rewarding environmental educa- 
tion experiences. 


Looking toward the future, I expect that the School District will focus 
attention on a potential addition to the school building. A committee has been 
formed to consider the District's long-term requirements for space and facilities 
in view of new Public. School Approval Standards and the Board's desire to main- 
tain a quality educational program. | 


I would like to mention several activities that my office is doing to assist 
the school. We continue to provide the overall direction for the Special Educa- 
tion and Chapter 1 Program. We are providing assistance in building a Professional 
Development Program in order for teachers to maintain and improve their quality of 
teaching. In another area of our work each of the main administrators from our 
office regularly visit the school and observe classrooms to support teachers in 
their efforts. Several task forces are studying our Special Education and Chapter 
1 programs for program improvement purposes; another is evaluating our standard- 
ized testing procedures; a group of BRSU Administrators are designing an adminis- 
trator ‘evaluation system. Finally, we continue to award mini-grants to teachers 
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and are launching a Teacher Advisor Program that will help to improve our programs 
in mathematics and science. 


As a new Superintendent in the Supervisory Union, I am excited about the 
commitment of the educators at the Dorset Elementary School, as well as the 
commitment of the townspeople of Dorset to provide the best education possible to 
their students. I am pleased to be working in your behalf.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of Accounting - The accounts of the Town of Dorset School 
District are presented on a modified accrual basis. Under a 
modified accrual basis, revenues are recorded as received in cash 
except for 


(a) revenues susceptible to accrual and 


(b) revenues of a material amount that have not been received at 
the normal time of receipt. 


Expenditures are recorded on an accrual basis, except for 


(a) disbursements for inventory type items which are considered 
expenditures at the time of purchase and 


(b) vacation and sick leave which is not recorded at the time the 
benefits are accumulated. 


Expense Reimbursements - Monies received which are reimbursements 
for expenses are offset against the related expenses. 


General Fixed Assets - The District does not capitalize 
expenditures for general fixed assets; therefore, property, plant, 
equipment and furniture expenditures are charged to current 
operations and are not controlled through general fixed asset 
records. 


ANALYSIS OF INVESTMENTS 


The School District presently has two Certificates of Deposit, 
shown in the General Fund, totaling $19,547. The investments are 
comprised of consolidated monies from different funds, as follows: 


Bus Replacement Fund $ 12,740 
Revenue Sharing Fund 6,807 
Investments $ 19,547 


The "Due to Other Funds" account in the General Fund is comprised 
of the above investments plus an additional $2,889 income due to

NOTES PAYABLE 


Notes payable consists of one single payment note of $100,000, due

PENSION PLAN 


Certain employees participate in and contribute to the Vermont 
Municipal Employees' Retirement System. The School District funds 
its portion of the retirement contribution from the General Fund.

SUBSEQUENT EVENT 


Subsequent to June 30, 1985, the School District borrowed $501,960 
from the Chittenden Bank in anticipation of tax revenues. Said 
borrowing was at an interest rate of 5.96%, payable semi-annually, 
and is due to mature June 30, 1986. 
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Annual Report of Burr and Burton Seminary 


As with most school years, Burr and Burton has some new faces amidst its 
Staff and some new ideas assisting that staff to carry out its purpose. 


New faculty members were welcomed to the Burr and Burton school community 
this fall, including James Marsfelder of Auburn, New York as English teacher, 
Daniel Pierce of Montpelier as Chemistry teacher, Dagny St.John of South London- 
derry as German teacher, Robert Hockman of East Dorset as Engines teacher, Jozef 
Hand-Boniakowski of Belford, New Jersey as Computer teacher, Jane Bouffard of 
Newport as Music teacher, Kathy Frost of Manchester as Physical Education teacher 
and Tom Hughes of Bennington as Cafeteria Manager. 


New Trustees who accepted an invitation to serve on the Board within the 
year are Mary Rita Manley of Dorset and Alexander Read of Peru. 


Enrollment from Dorset and the surrounding communities increased slightly to 
388 students. Burr and Burton continues to receive many students from outside the 
area, with Dorset currently providing approximately 23% of our total student 
body. Due to smaller enrollments in area elementary schools, our 5 year enrollment 
projection shows a possible decline of up to 20%. Enrollment from Dorset as of 
December 1, 1985 was:

The Dorset school directors authorized public tuition payments to Burr and 
Burton totaling $302,726.94 for the 1984-85 school year. The Seminary Trustees 
continue to use no public tuition income for debt retirement or capital construc- 
tion purposes. Financial support for those purposes and others is raised privately, 
utilizing our Alumni/Development office, along with the Seminary's corporate non- 
profit status. 


The Trustees Development Committee launched its fourth annual fund drive last 
month. The results of that appeal will enable us to resurface our athletic field 
and provide extra support programs for faculty and students. The goal is $45,000 
for this year's drive. 


Staff members from the University of Vermont have been working with a group 
of Burr and Burton teachers for the third consecutive year, in an effort to com- 
pare research and practice on the national effective schools movement. That col- 
laboration has prompted our school to adopt a Master Teacher program, for which 
we are now training and planning to implement soon. Trustees last year approved 
a new graduation requirement at the Seminary which provides for each student a 
Support structure for Community Service. Over a student's four year stay at our 
school, it is expected that they each will provide at least 50 hours of direct 
assistance in helping needy individuals or organizations within the Dorset area. 
The Trustees have also recently made public their interest in examining the pos- 
Sible return of boarding students to the Seminary. If the idea proves feasible, 
the school may venture on its own or combine its efforts with those of the Ormsby 
Hill Trustees. 


The Trustees and staff of Burr and Burton Seminary remain anxious to receive 
ideas and to answer questions from members of the Dorset community.

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Annual Town Report - 1985 
Mount Laurel School, Inc. 


As frequently reported in local news media, the regular program of education 
for "special" or handicapped children has terminated at Mt. Laurel because of with- 
drawal of federal and state funding. 


The Mt. Laurel Corporation, however, continues as an entity, with control and 
maintenance of the Mt. Laurel facilities and physical resources, and has accepted 
a lease agreement with the Town of Manchester, as below. 


At the Annual Meeting of Mt. Laurel School, Inc., Dr. Abraham Madkour of Man- 
chester Center was reelected president of the corporation organization for the new 
year. 


The other officers reelected are: George P. Ludlam of East Dorset, First Vice 
President; Emily K. Johnson of Danby, Second Vice President; Harold R. Bixler of 
East Rupert, Secretary; and Townes M. Harris, Jr. of Arlington (Vice President and 
Trust Officer of Factory Point National Bank) Treasurer. 


The other directors reelected are: Mrs. Vernon Carabeau, Sr., Danby, the Rev. 
Robert L. Clayton, Manchester Center; Edward F. Houlihan, Manchester-Center; Mrs. 
Richard D. Olmstead, Manchester Center; Michael A. Powers, Manchester Center; Mrs. 
Robert E. Treat, Manchester Center; and Thomas P. Whalen, Esq., Arlington. 


This group maintains the Mt. Laurel organization, while the facilities are 
being utilized under the lease agreement with the Town of Manchester, as follows: 


Dr. Abraham J. Madkour, President of Mt. Laurel School, Inc., has announced 
the highlights of the lease agreement which he has signed on behalf of the School 
Directors with the Town of Manchester and the Town of Manchester School District. 
Lambert Zoller signed as agent for the town, and William J. Drunsic for the Man- 
chester School District. The lease is based upon the recent decision by the Mt. 
Laurel Board of Directors regarding the disposition of the school building, and 
land of approximately 14 acres, located on Route 7 North in the town. The lease 
is for a 2-year period, expiring in July, 1987. 


The agreement limits the use of the premises exclusively for the operations 
by Manchester of educational programs and for municipal and public uses. No com- 
mercial, residential or religious use will be permitted. During the term of the 
lease, Manchester shall be responsible for all expenses of operation and mainten- 
ance, including adequate insurance, and Mt. Laurel shall be responsible only for 
the maintenance of the physical structure of the school building which would 
require capital expenditures. 


The agreement provides an exclusive option to Manchester for the purchase 
of the premises for the total sum of $100,000, pending its fulfillment of all 
requirements covered in the lease. The option is contingent upon Mt. Laurel 
obtaining satisfactory opinions from the Internal Revenue Service and judicial 
sources that the agreement does not violate any pertinent regulations. Man- 
chester agrees that, during the term of the option, it will undertake a compre- 
hensive study as to the potential municipal uses to which the premises may be 
put if Mt. Laurel finally sells the same to the town.

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Annual Report of the Green Mountain National Forest 


New guidelines for management of the Green Mountain National Forest are near- 
ing completion. Draft copies of the Land and Resource Management Plan and Envir- 
onmental Impact Statement were made available for public review and comment in 
December, 1985. Comments will be received until April 1, 1986. Final approval and 
distribution of the Forest Plan is expected in the fall of 1986. A copy is avail- 
able at the Town Office. 


The Forest Plan will provide direction for the management of the Green Mount- 
ain National Forest for the next ten years. 


Off-road travel by All Terrain Vehicles (ATV's) is one concern addressed in 
the Forest Plan. The proposed policy will identify areas where ATV's are pernitted 
with minimum restrictions, areas that are closed to all off-road travel, and areas 
where travel is pEreEsae® on designated trails only. Maps will be available later 
in 1986. 


The number of permits issued to individuals for cutting firewood continues 
to decline. Commercial suppliers of firewood also report a reduced number of orders. 
If this trend will continue is uncertain. However, the Forest Service will con- 
tinue offering free use permits for dead wood for personal home use. In addition, 
persons interested in the 3-5 cord sales thinning stands of live trees should con- 
tact the Manchester Office prior to the end of April. 


The use of controlled burning is increasing on the Green Mountain National 
Forest. Carefully planned and implemented fires are used to maintain wildlife 
openings, seed bed preparation for forest regeneration, and for logging slash re- 
duction adjacent to roads. Controlled burning is also an excellent training tool 
for rural fire departments. 


Management direction for the White Rocks National Recreation Area (NRA) was 
completed in December, 1985. Copies of this plan are available for review at the 
Rutland and Manchester Offices of the Green Mountain National Forest. 


Several roads have been permanently closed as required by Public Law 98-322 
which established the NRA in July, 1984. Other roads have been gated. These roads 
are closed to general use but may be used for administrative purposes, such as 
wildlife habitat management and fire control. No summer off-road vehicle use is 
permitted anywhere in the NRA. 


Facility improvements for parking and visitor information are scheduled in . 
1986.

Annual Report - 1985 


Dorset Nursing Association, a non-profit organization, provided health services 
in your home and in the community. Professionals and para-professionals provide 
these services to patients and families in the area of Rupert and Dorset. DNA, 
serving a population of 2358 with home care services, is one of the smallest 
agencies in Vermont. DNA cares for the acutely ill with sophisticated needs, such 
as chemotherapy, and for the chronically ill with simpler needs, such as a bath. 
Home care is paid for by a variety of sources: private and public insurance (in- 
Cluding 100% coverage under Medicare), individuals and their families, grants (Home- 
maker), town appropriations, memorials and donations. For those whose insurance does 
not cover home care, DNA offers a sliding fee scale so that a patient need only pay 
what he/she can afford. Services are not denied because of inability to pay. 


Dorset Nursing Association's goal is to provide home care services to maintain 
individuals in their homes, using the services of a nurse, a physical therapist, a 
home health aide, an occupational therapist or a homemaker. An individual, at one 
time, might need the services from one or all of the caregivers on the DNA staff. 


Health promotion programs are financed by DNA raised funds, some grant monies 
and town support. During 1984-85, DNA's Blood Pressure Program, under the direction 
of Lorraine Richardson, R.N., 534 individuals were screened, with 26% (141) found 
to have elevated blood pressure. DNA initiated two Health Fairs in 1984-85 under 
our blood pressure program. The Health Fairs provided services to over 250 individ- 
uals with help from 25 co-sponsors and 31 volunteers. Another outgrowth from the 
blood pressure program was the cholesterol/triglyserides testing which was offered 
at the DNA office. The cholesterol testing program was assisted by a local doctor, 
the Department of Health, and a Rutland lab. Twenty-six have been screened. 


After five years, DNA is again offering Pap/Breast Exam clinics by appoint- 
ment at the DNA office under the co-sponsorship from the American Cancer Society. 
Kerry McCarthy, a private nurse practitioner, provided the service with assist- 
ance from the SNA staff nurse, Jeanne Geib, R.N. Also, Jeanne Geib will be repres- 
enting the Northshire area on the Bennington Regional American Cancer Society 
Board. The Regional Board of ACS's goal is to promote cancer prevention education, 
i.e., free tests for colorectal cancer available through Home Health Agencies and 
Stop Smoking Clinics. 


DNA's Well Child Clinics for 1984-85 had 207 children attend with their 
parents. DNA's Board of Directors is committed to offering our area children “well 
care" because here is where the pattern is started for life. Under the direction 
of Phyllis Martin, R.N., a parent support group was started. DNA is presently seek- 
ing funds to be able to offer a parent education course, "How To Talk So Kids Will 
Listen." 


DNA provides school health services to three area schools - Dorset Elementary, 
Rupert and Long Trail. Rebecca Waite, a certified school nurse, is assisted by 
Jane Crawford, LPN, in administering a comprehensive school health program. Rebecca 
Waite has been involved in the curriculum development for drug/alcohol abuse edu- 
cation under the mandate of Act 51. 


Dorset Nursing Association received $6064 from the Vermont State FYE 1986 
Budget to provide Homemaker services to the people in the Dorsets and Ruperts. DNA 
can offer Homemaking services which can include help with one or all of the fol- 
lowing: Laundry, Dressing, Bathing, Walking, Cooking, Light Housekeeping, and 
Errands. Referrals are accepted from family, friends and the person in need of the 
service. Your doctor might suggest that you have help but a doctor's order is not 
necessary. Call today and find out how you can receive some help to stay at home.

Our Library quite properly prides itself on making its 
facilities available to all comers without fees, yet over 99% of our operating 
funds come from private donations past and present, and hence our almost total 
dependence on such sources. The response to our Appeal is very gratifying, as is 
the Grant received from the Selectmen of $250. 


At the end of the year, Barbara Rosencrantz who had been Assistant to the 
Librarian for the past eight years, decided she should spend more time cycling, 
gardening and getting acquainted with her grandchildren and severed formal ties 
with the Library. She surely will be missed, but we expect to see her frequently.

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Bennington County Regional Commission 
1985 Report 


Population growth in the Bennington Region increased by 2,028 residents be- 
tween 1980 and 1985. This represents an increase of 6% for the period, or 1.2% 
annually. During the same period the Town of Bennington increased by 760 resi- 
dents and the Town of Manchester by 181. The combined growth for Bennington and 
Manchester is 46% of the total increase, and 54% occurred in the balance of the 
Region. 


Technical assistance to towns and villages remained a high priority through- 
out the year, especially in the areas of land use plans and bylaws. Manchester 
adopted an interim moratorium on new developments as a stopgap to reassess its 
future. This action has also caused a significant ripple effect on several other 
towns in the Region which have also taken steps to reevaluate their town plans. 
Assistance is being provided to eight towns with updates and comprehensive zoning 
studies are also underway with the direct participation of planning commission 
members. Town base maps are also being upgraded to 1"=1000' as town plans are 
updated. 


The Chairman of the BCRC appointed committees to update the Regional Plan 
before its expiration on January 1, 1987. The region as a whole is fortunate in 
having a fair amount of consistency among the town plans but as local plans be- 
come more focused and growth issues more sharpened, the Regional Plan takes on 
added significance. 


Several projects and issues received attention during the year. Examples 
include: Strategy and data collection in response to the proposed nuclear repos- 
itory, updated town/regional housing needs study, Battenkill study, transporta- 
tion clearinghouse, land use legislation, Bennington bypass, grant assistance, 
housing rehabilitation consortium program, historic site study along Route 7A. 
Issues discussed at the commission meetings included: acid rain, air quality, 
nuclear repository, land bank legislation, windmills, groundwater classification, 
rapid growth, transportation, VICON landfill certification, housing study, land 
capacity studies, and the Bennington highway connector. Selectmen in four towns 
approved resolutions to participate in the existing seven-town housing rehab. 
consortium program if funding is continued.

Bennington County Humane Society, Inc. gratefully acknowledges the receipt of 
the $550.00 appropriation to help cover the costs of caring for animals from 
Dorset. 


During the past year, the Ann Edwards Memorial Animal Shelter received over 
1,900 animals. In response to emergency calls and requests from people without 
transportation, the staff picked up 262 ill, injured and unwanted cats and dogs. 
Some of these pick-ups involved rushing injured animals to a veterinarian and go- 
ing out in the middle of the night. Happily, 43 lost pets were reunited with their 
owners. Our Humane Agent investigated 59 complaints which pertained to inadequate 
shelter, food, and/or water, and general improper care. 


Care was given to 33 cats and 33 dogs. 16 pick-ups were made, and 2 complaints 
were investigated in Dorset. 


The numbers are amazing when you realize that this or more happens every year 
and there is no major change in sight. Of course, over all, the people of Dorset 
give their pets the best of care. There are still too many companion animals being 
born without good homes to go to. Fortunately, many fine Dorset residents have 
adopted our animals, dropped off newspapers, given freely of their time and ef- 
forts, and have supported our work. 


BCHS looks forward to continuing its work with Dorset's Constables and offer- 
ing our professional services to the town.

December 1985 


The Retired Senior Volunteer Program in its twelfth year of operation contin- 
ues to play a vital role in the Northshire area. RSVP retired volunteers aged 60 
and over are making use of a vast accumulation of human skills and knowledge in 
their hours of community service in the non-profit agencies they serve. As a result 
the community benefits by this valuable source of free manpower at a time when many 
human service agencies are finding the needs of their communities growing while 
their resources to meet these needs are diminishing. 


During the period from July 1, 1984 through June 30, 1985, the Northshire RSVP 
contributed 5,916 hours to 32 non-profit organizations. These hours were contrib- 
uted by volunteers including 39 Manchester residents and 1] Dorset residents. 


In addition to serving local organizations such as the Manchester Health Ser- 
vices, the Chamber of Commerce, the Rescue Squad, the Mark Skinner Library, Hildene, 
both Dorset and Manchester schools, the Dorset and Manchester town offices, the 
Meals on Wheels program and the Dellwood Cemetery Association, many of our Northshire 
volunteers also perform necessary tasks for the Vermont Lung Association, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the United Way, the Vermont Association for the Blind, Medicare In- 
formation Hotline, the Vermont Veterans Home, Crescent Manor Nursing Home, Prospect 
Nursing Home, Stone Pillars Nursing Home, Bennington Convalescent Center, South- 
western Vermont Medical Center, and the Bennington County Regional Commission. 


RSVP volunteers give willingly of their time and service and all too often 
their efforts go unnoticed. This year two Northshire residents were recognized for 
ten years of continuous service to the community--Helen Herrick and Marion Slanetz. 
Another three were recognized for five years of community service--Walter Branch, 
Margaret Dougherty and Laurel Fisher. 


The RSVP program is unique in that it is organized to provide volunteer ser- 
vice to a variety of community-service organizations. Support services provided by 
the program which help our senior volunteers in their commitment to service in the 
community include insurance coverage for volunteers, transportation reimbursement, 
and the expenses incurred to maintain a Manchester-Dorset Volunteer Coordinator. 


We ask the town's support once again so that the RSVP program can continue to 
serve both retired volunteers and those they assist.

The Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging wishes to submit the following 
report on services to the Auditors for consideration of use in the Annual Town Re- 
port. 


The Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging gratefully acknowledges the con- 
tribution of $400.00 for the year 1985. 


This agency projects that it will spend $29,395 to assist elders in your com- 
munity during its current fiscal year. 


We provided the following services to elders residing in your community during 
our past fiscal year which ended September 30, 1985. 


Senior Meals - 13 older persons took advantage of the meals served at one or more 
of the various mealsites sponsored by our agency. 


- 4,486 meals were delivered to the homes of 11 elders who were home- 
bound and unable to come to a mealsite. This service is often called "Meals on 
Wheels." 


Senior Advocate Assistance - 


- 47 persons over 60 received help through this program. Elders were 
assisted with applications and problem resolution in benefit programs, such as 
Medicaid, Food Stamps, and SSI. Advocate staff helped a number of elders who had 
questions or problems related to health care payments and insurance claims. Among 
other things, Advocates helped elders file Vermont tax rebate claims and apply for 
energy program assistance. 


This Agency provided support, directly or through contract, for the following 
additional services that were used by elders in your community: 


- Long Term Care Ombudsman - This individual provided advocacy assistance to 
residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. The Ombudsman helped elders and, if 
appropriate, family members or friends sort out information regarding financial 
assistance and other concerns related to institutional care. 


- Information and Referral - This Agency maintained a directory of services and 
programs available to elders in our area. Elders were able to access this informa- 
tion by either calling or visiting our office. 


~ Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly - The Area Agency provided funding for 
an Attorney whose role was to focus on the legal concerns of elders. This Attorney 
worked through the Vermont Legal Aid Office serving our region. 


~ Essential Transportation - On a limited basis, this Agency reimbursed mileage 
costs of volunteer drivers who transported elders needing this type of help to get 
to medical appointments or do essential food shopping. 


This Agency is dependent on local support to match, in part, Federal Funds received. 
We are hopeful that the Town of Dorset will continue to view our services as bene- 
ficial and important to the elders at Dorset.

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University of Vermont Extension Service Report for 1985 : 


The 4-H program reaches young people through community 4-H clubs, 4-H special 
interest groups, 4-H school programs and 4-H camping activities. The 4-H camping 
season hosted 154 campers during 1985. Bennington County Conservation Day educated 
485 6th graders in the field of conservation. The state tractor safety and hunter 
safety shdebet + were offered to Bennington County youth. At the present time we 
have 23 4-H clubs in the county. 


The Agricultural Agent provides ongoing programs in dairy, livestock, forage 
croos, fruits and vegetables, maple, soil and water conservation, agricultural 
awareness, marketing, business management, and computer applications for agriculture. 
Workshops, demonstrations, farm and site visits, office and phone consultations, 
newsletters, news articles and radio tapes are all teaching methods used. 


During 1985 the Extension Home Economist provided programs and information on 
topics that included osteoporosis, food preservation, couples communication, money 
management, home management for people with disabilities, and home sewing topics. 
Besides meeting and workshops, information is presented by newsletters, radio tapes, 
news articles, presentations to groups, telephone and personal counseling and through 
cooperation and coordination with other agencies and institutions. The Bennington 
County Extension Homemakers Council provides an educational and communication net- 
work for homemakers throughout the county. 


The Home Engergy Audit Team was funded through June 30, 1985. The HEAT program 
provided home energy audits and information on reducing home energy costs to Vermont 
homeowners. 


Programs planned by the Community and Rural Development Specialist included 
Town Officer training, community and contractor energy education, small business 
management assistance, public policy programs in natural resource management. Through 
group consultation, conferences, workshops, publications, and media, the CRD Exten- 
sion faculty develops and conducts a variety of educational programs to improve the 
decision-making and community leadership skills of its audience. 


Small Business Development Center is a resource center where information, 
counseling and assistance are coordinated and disseminated to persons who plan to 
start a small business or who are presently operating a small business. 


The county staff appreciates your town's contribution to our office's operating 
budget through the Town Tax.

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of illness 
and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health of the public. 
In working toward this goal, the Health Department has provided, or assured the 
~ provision of health services to communities across the state. Direct services are 
provided through 11 district field offices. During fiscal year 1985, citizens of 
Dorset received the following services from the district office in Bennington: 


59 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 


5 children and young adults received medical evaluation of individ- 
ual health and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis and Treatment program. 


1 person’ received assessment information and counselling through 
the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information and teach- 
ing of parenting roles through prenatal classes and home visiting 
services. - 


Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, genetic, 
developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were provided to 3 
children through the Handicapped Children's program and/or the Child Development 
Clinic in Burlington. 


The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and 
control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety of 
substances. During fiscal year 1985, the following laboratory services were pro- 
vided to residents of Dorset: 


4 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against 
German Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


19 other diagnostic blood tests, 


87 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking 
water quality. 


The Dental Division provides services to local communities, including in- 
stalling and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community and school 
water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible children, and providing 
dental health education in the schools. 


Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to 
Vermonters: 

140,598 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department 

Clinics to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and 

influenza. 200,447 doses were supplied to private physicians. 


16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes, and 43 level III community care 
homes were inspected and licensed. 


6,097 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 
1,034 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 


317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 348 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 
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452 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 
nuclear power reactors were tested for radioactivity, 7 houses 

were tested for the presence of formaldehyde, and 37 X-ray machines 
in hospitals, doctors’ and dentists' offices were inspected. 


83 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 85 voluntary consultative 
inspections of Vermont industries were conducted. 


The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the 
dental care of 6,813 children; the Denticaid program provided 
assistance for 11,232 children. 


2,150 persons received screening for early detection of lung 
diseases through the Barre and other Health Department chest 
Clinics. 


6,111 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by the 
Laboratory. 11,045 bacteriological and viral cultures were 
tested. 


The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and 
technical assistance to the state's 93 ambulance services, 53 
first responder squads and 16 hospital emergency departments. 
598 Emergency Medical Technicians were trained or recertified, 
and 291 certifications were issued in advanced life support 
skills. 


The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 734 
Vermont deaths, including 188 accidents, 22 homicides, and 
99 suicides. 


Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health 
Officer, Mrs. Marion Ford. Please feel free to call her if you need any 
assistance. The Health Department provides technical assistance and support 
to local health officers.

4.12.11 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Conversion of an exis- 
ting single-family dwelling to a two family dwelling, or 
conversion of an existing accessory building, to an 
apartment for single family occupancy, either for rent 
or for non-paying occupancy by family members or guests 
of the owner, provided that arrangements for water 
and/or increased water consumption are assured through a 
public water system, a private off-premise water system, 
or an on-site well. An accessory building may not 
become a two family residence nor may it be sold into 
separate ownership unless it meets the requirements 

of 3.4.2 No more than one accessory building-that is 
associated with an existing single family or a two family 
dwelling may be converted, in whole or in part, for 
dwelling purposes. 

(ADD) 4.12.15 Tourist home (Bed & breakfast). (See 
definition under public lodging, appendix 1.1¢), accomo- 
dating more than two but not more than ten people, pro- 
vided that no objectional noise is generated, there is 
no noticeable glare from flood lights, and provided that 
off street parking, meeting the requirements of 10.31.5

(See definition under public lodging, appendix 
1.16), accomodating more than two but no more than eight 
people, provided that no objectionable noise is generated, 
there is no noticeable glare from floodlights, and pro- 
vided that off-street parking, meeting the requirements 
of ss 10.31.5, is given adequate screening from neigh- 
boring properties and road; and further provided that | 
arrangements for water and/or increased water consumption 
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are assured through a public water system, a private 
off-premise water system, oran on-site well. 

4.21.4 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Customary home occupa- 
tions, as defined in appendix 1.3, with not more than 
two employees who are not resident thereon. One un- 
lighted identification sign, not to exceed two square 
feet in area, shall be permitted. 

(ADD) 4.21.6 Remodelling of an existing building on its 
own separate lot or a separable lot in conformance with 
ss 3.4.2 to a one or two family house, provided all 
district dimensional requirements can be complied with. 
4.22 Conditional uses permitted in VR districts 

4.22.5 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Conversion of an existing 
single family dwelling to a two family dwelling, or 
conversion of an existing accessory building, to an 
apartment for single family occupancy, either for rent 
or for non-paying occupancy by family members or guests 
of the owner, provided that arrangements for water or 
increased water consumption are assured through a public 
water system, a private off-premise water system, or an 
on-site well. An accessory building may not become a 
two family residence nor may it be sold into separate 
ownership unless it meets the requirements of 3.4.2. 

No more than one accessory building that is associated 
with an existing single family or two family dwelling 
may be converted, in whole or in part, for dwelling 
purposes. 

(ADD) 4.22.7 Tourist home (Bed and Breadfast). (See 
definition under public lodging, appendix 1.16), accom- 
odating more than two but no more than six people, pro- 
vided that no objectionable noise is generated, there is 
no noticeable glare from floodlights, and provided that 
off street parking, meeting the requirements of ss 10.31.5 
is given adequate screening from neighboring properties 
and road; and further provided that arrangements for 
water and/or increased water consumption are assured 
through a public water system, a private off-site water 
system, or an on-site well. 4.23 accessory uses permitted 
in VR districts. 

4.23.1 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Accessory uses customa- 
rily incidental to a permitted use on the same lot, 
including buildings used for permitted home occupations.

5.22 Conditional uses permitted in Forest II districts 
5.22.1 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Single family dwelling 
on a minimum lot of ten (10) acres, provided that: 

(A) Sufficient water is available for its forseeable 
needs. 

(B) Letter is received from State of Vermont certified 
professional engineer or State of Vermont certified site 
technician stating that soil is suitable for sewage 
disposal. 

(C) The sewage system is designed by an engineer or 
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technician certified by the State of Vermont; 

(D) An erosion control plan is submitted which includes 
road construction and other earthworks; 

(E) Construction of buildings shall not be permitted 
where slopes exceed 20% in their natural, ungraded 
condition. 

(F) There shall be minimal degradation of natural drain- 
ageways. .

6.2 Village commercial (VC) districts . 

6.27 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): The village commercial 
district of South Village shall be as shown on the Zoning 
map. District line lies at center of Benedict Road and 
runs from Morse Hill Road south to Benedict Road connec- 
tion with Route US 7, forming an island bounded on all 
sides by town roads and State highway. All new commercial 
enterprises must face, advertise, enter and exit from 

US 7. Benedict Road must maintain the appearance of 
village residential. 

(NEW) SECTION 9 Design District 

9.0 Purpose 

A design district is established under the provisions 

of ss 4407.6 of Title 24, V.S.A. (The State Enabling 
Act), as an overlay over the underlying zoning districts 
affected, to preserve the architectural character of the 
district and to prevent developments which, by their 
incompatability with the prevailing building patterns 
will tend to diminish the quality of the prevailing 
patterns, will diminish the quality of the environment, 
and consequently the quality of life therein. 

9.1 Identification of design districts 

The Dorset Village Historic District is designated as a 
design control district subject to the provisions and 
procedures of this by-law. The boundary of this district 
shall be the same as the boundary of the Dorset Village 
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Historic District, officially recognized as a National 
Historic District by the U.o. Department of the Interior 
in May, 1985, and as shown on the map appended to these 
by-laws. 

The criteria to be used in evaluating proposals described 
in permit applications within this design control district 
are based on the existing characteristics of the district 
described in the nominating document which resulted in its 
establishment as a National Historic District, as follows: 
"The well-maintained buildings are almost universally 
wood framed (and largely clapboarded) construction and 
gable-roofed in form; virtual uniformity exists in their 
white color, complemented by several historic buildings 
moved into the district in the 1920's, the village lacks 
modern intrusions and retains essentially intact its 

19th and early 20th century character ... probably the 
most -visual striking characteristic shared by Dorset's 
buildings involves their uniformity of color ... a high 
standard of building maintenance prevails in Dorset 
village with an unusually large proportion of the build- 
ings appearing in excellent condition ... the Dorset 
village center ranks among a dwindling number of Vermont 
villages that remain essentially free of architectural 
intrusions." 

9.2 Application of regulations 

Within the designated design district(s), no structure 
may be erected, reconstructed, substantially altered, 
restored, moved, demolished or changed in use or type 

of occupancy without approval of the design plan by the 
Planning Commission and the issuance of a permit by the 
Zoning Administrator. Any uncertainty as to the location 
of a boundary line of the design district shall be 
resolved by the Zoning board of Adjustment, with the 
advice of the Planning Commission. 

9.3 General review criteria 

In reviewing permit applications originating within the 
design district, consideration shall be given to the 
appropriateness of the proposed changes and their compat- 
ibility with neighboring structures and the area as a 
whole, with special attention to: architectural design, 
site planning and landscaping; building materials, size 
and color. 

9.4 Design review board 

A design review board shall be appointed by the board of 
Selectmen to advise the Planning Commission in its 
deliberations concerning a proposed design plan. The 
Design Review Board shall have terms of office and 
procedure rules as determined by the Board of Selectmen. 
9.5 Design plan 

For major new construction, the design plan shall include: _ 
(A) A site plan of the property, showing elevations, 
location of structures, driveways, fences, walls and 
landscaping; 
(B) Building elevations visible from roads, highways oe 
existing structures, showing door and window types, % 
shutters, and other architectural details; and pon 
(C) Description of exterior building materials, colors 
and textures. For minor changes in the exterior of a 
structure, a full design plan is not required as long as 
the application is in writing and is clear and complete 
relative to any such proposed change. 

9.6 Interior alterations 

Any interior alterations that do not affect, change, or 
add to the exterior of the structure shall not be subject 
to these design regulations. 

9.7 Appeals 
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An interested person may appeal any decision or act taken 
by the Zoning Administrator as provided in ss 11.16 of 
these Zoning by-laws. 

(RENUMBER) - SECTION 9 becomes SECTION 10; SUBSECTIONS 
are renumbered accordingly. 

SECTION 10: Special regulations 

10.1 (DELETE HEADING AND SUBSTITUTE): Non-conforming 

uses and non-complying buildings 

10.14 (DELETE AND SUBSTITUTE): Discontinuance of non- 
conforming uses/non-complying buildings 

Nothing herein shall require the discontinuance of a 
non-conforming use or non-complying building already 
lawfully in use prior to passage of this by-law. 

10.4 Mobile home and travel trailer occupancy 

(DELETE GENERAL REGULATIONS (1) and (2) DELETE RENUM- 
BERED AS 10.41) 

(SUBSTITUTE as fcllows): 

1. A mobile home may be used as a one family dwelling, 
provided that it is located on a lot meeting all of the 
requirements of this by-law applicable to a one family 
dwelling in the district in which it is located. 

2. A mobile home may be temporarily parked on, and used 
as a dwelling for a period not to exceed one year, by 

the owner of the lot only until completion of construction 
thereon of a permanent dwelling which shall be in confor- 
mance with this by-law. 

3. A mobile home equipped with kitchen facilities shall 
not be considered an accessory building for accomodation 
of employees, family members or guests unless in accor- 
dance with 3.4.2. 

4, A trailer, trailer coach, mobile home or travel trailer 
may be used temporarily as a field office, accessory to 

a construction operation being executed on the premises, 
for a period not to extend beyond the time of contract. 
SECTION 11: Administration and enforcement 

11.10 Permits 

(DELETE first three paragraphs and SUBSTITUTE): 

No land development may be commenced within the area 
affected by these zoning regulations, without a permit 
issued by the Zoning Administrator. 

Land development means the division of a parcel into two 
or more improvable parcels, the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, conversion, relocation or enlargement of any building 
or structure, and any change in the use of any building 
or other structure, or land, or extension of use of land. 
Application for such permit shall be made on a prescribed 
form provided by the Zoning Administrator and certified 
as correct by the applicant. The applicant must present 
his application to the Zoning Administrator either in 
person or by certified mail; and the Zoning Administrator 
must reply in person or by certified mail. 

Before issuing any permit, the Zoning Administrator shall 
certify that the proposed building or use complies with 
all the applicable provisions of this by-law and he shall 
then follow all the applicable provisions of ss 4443-b 

of the Vermont Planning and Development Act of 1968 as 
amended. The Zoning Administrator shall act upon the 
application within ten working days of their receipt. 

No permit shall be issued for the development of a major 
subdivision until a site development plan, prepared in 
accordance with provisions of 3.6 shall have been approved 
by the Planning Commission. 

In cases where the Zoning Administrator is unable to act 
or requires extensive examination of the application, the 
applicant shall be notified in writing by certified mail 
by the Zoning Administrator within the ten day period that 
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an extension is necessary. Such extension shall not 
exceed thirty calendar days except as limited by 3.5.7 
"referral to State Departments". Failure of the Zoning 
Administrator to notify the applicant within the ten 

days of the approval, or disapproval, or need for extended 
examination of the application shall constitute approval. 
Application for a zoning permit as well as for all other 
applicable Town and State permits, is to be made by the 
landowner or his duly authorized agent, per written 
authorization, or by his Attorney in Fact,or by the 
holder of an option to purchase. 

(Last three paragraphs of this sub-section remain 
unchanged) 

Appendix A: Definitions 

(ADD under) 1.3 

Customary home occupation: An occupation or profession 
practiced either part time or full time which: 

(1) Is carried on by a member of the family residing in 
the dwelling unit for residential purposes; and 

(2) Is clearly incidental and secondary to the use of 

the dwelling unit for residential purposes; and 

(3) Conforms to the following conditions: 

(A) Does not change the outside appearance of the dwelling 
and is not visible from the street or road or neighboring 
properties; 

(B) Does not generate undue traffic, parking, sewerage 

or water use; 

(C) Does not create a hazard to person or property, 
result in electrical interference or become a nuisance; 
(D) Does not result in outside storage or display of 
anything; 

(E) Creates no offensive noise, vibrations, odors, heat, 
light, glare, smoke or dust noticeable off the premises; 
(F) Does not involve retail sales unless the objects 

sold are products produced on the property or are antiques. 
1.12 Lot line, side: (DELETE definition and SUBSTITUTE): 
The line or lines bounding a lot which extends from the 
street towards the rear in a direction approximately 
perpendicular to the street. In the case of corner lots, 
both lines dividing lot from the street shall be considered 
front lot lines. In the case of through lots, thg line 
dividing the lot from the principal street (Town Road, 
State Road, or Private Road) shall be considered the front 
lot line and all other lines shall be considered side 

lot lines. 

1.14 Non-conforming building (CHANGE TO): non-complying 
building 

1.16 (ADD) Public lodging: 

(1) Rooming house (boarding house): A dwelling wherein 
rooms are offered for hire for residential purposes, with 
or without meals. Transients may not be accommodated. 
Meals may be served only to residents. Any dwelling 
meeting this definition, regardless of its name, is 
deemed to be a rooming house for the purpose of this 
by-law. 

(2) Tourist home (bed and breakfast): A dwelling wherein 
rooms are offered for hire to transient guests, with or 
without meals. Meals may be served to guests who have 
hired rooms. A dwelling meeting this definition, regard- 
less of its name, is deemed to be a tourist home for the 
purposes of this by-law. 

1.18 Rooming house: (DELETE DEFINITION AND SUBSTITUTE) : 
See public lodging. 

1.19 Subdivision: (DELETE DEFINITION AND SUBSTITUTE): 


The taba of dividing of a parcel or tract of land 
by the proprietor thereof for the purpose of sale, or 
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of building development in whole or in part, where the 
act of division creates one or more improvable parcels 
of land. Subdivision shall be deemed to have occurred 
on the conveyance of the first lot or the filing of a 
plot plan on the Town records, whichever shall first occur. 
1.20 Tourist home: (DELETE DEFINITION AND SUBSTITUTE): 
See public lodging. To be voted by Australian Ballot. 
Will the voters approve the sum of $525. for the 
vennington-Rutland Opportunity Council for direct 
financial aid to eligible clients; ie fuel, systems 
repair, etc.?
